in great numbers, to heajr his do(ifrines, and fe^ 
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the mighty works which he did. It was proba-

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To begin with the firlt — nanlely, '

The grounds and reafons of our Saviour’s 
companion for the multitudes. 

They are here defcribed as ilieep, not having 
a iliepherd, fcattered, and fainting for want of 
refrefliment ; and yet, it is evident in this place, 
that it was not the want of bodily refrefliment, 
that moved his compaffion — no — it was a want 
of a very different kind — a want of knowledge, 
inftrudlion, and direction — the knowledge of 
thofe faving truths which he came to reveal — in- 
ftrudtion in the ways of falvation, from which 
they had wandered — and cliredlion, where to find 
that reft for their fouls, which could be found 
only through himfelf. 

Thefe were wants, of which they themfelves 
were not confcious ; and yet they were fuch, as, 
in the eyes of our merciful Redeemer, appeared ' 
more deplorable, than the want of their daily 
food. He faw.them fainting under the burden 
of their fins, and in danger of perifhing in them, 
for want of that bread of life, which he alone 
could' give j that pardon for their fins, which he 
alone could purchafe for them. 

The real ftate of the multitudes feems proba- 
bly to be this — a fet of thoughtlefs, illiterate, 
untutoured, creatures j fubje(ft by their low,fta- 

tion 
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tion to the guidance of thofe, who had JJmt up 
the key of knowledge from them, and yet, by their 
behaviour appearing humble, and teachable, and 
difpofed to hear the gofpel of the kingdom of 
Heaven. * ‘ 

. . But here it may be asked — How does it ap- 
pear, that their cafe was pitiable ? that they 
were either out of the way, and had not proper 
guides — or, that they wanted any knowledge, 
that was necelTary tofalvation. They had a law 
written in their confciences, the law of nature, 
to follow— they had alfo a revealed law — the 
law of Mofes, and the Prophets. Could they 
not follow thefe ? or, was not their inftrudion 
fufficient ? 

To thefe queflions it might be anfwered 
' in general — that — notwithlfanding their having 
both a law of nature, and a revealed law, yet, 
if they had tranfgreffed or mifunderftood both 
thefe laws, they certainly wanted, both inftrudl:- 
ion, and reformation, and were therefore^lit ob- 
jedls of our Saviour’s compaflion. Had they 
rightly underftood the law, and the Prophets, 
thofe would have led them to ask inftrudion of 
him, in whom both the law and the Prophets 
were fulfilled. I might further add, that — had 
they underflood, and obeyed the great principles 
of morality, as founded in reafon and nature, 
. , thofe 
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thofe allo would have led them to embrace the 
dodlrines of Chrift. 

But I {hall confider, more particularly, this 
pretended fufficiency of the law of nature. 

- By the law of nature, may be underflood — 
either^all thofe truths that are' difcoverable in 
the nature of things, by the natural faculties of 
man — or plfe — fuch notices only of truth, as each 
man’s particular faculties enable him to ac- 
quire. 

In the firfl fenfe of the law of nature, the mul- 
titude certainly could have no fuch law, nor in- 
deed can any one ; for who is there will fay, he 
pofTeffes . all that knowledge , of the nature of 
things which is pofTible to be attained by 
man ? ' . 

In the {econd fenfe of a law of nature, the 
multitude certainly had it — but, in proportion to 
their refpedive defeds of underflan ding, this 
law of nature was defective j it could not, of it- 
felf, dired them to all that happinefs, and per- 
fedion, of which their nature was capable. If 
therefore our Saviour had certain dodrines to 
reveal to them, conducive to their happinefs, but 
not difcoverable by their own natural faculties, 
there was evidently a want of fo divine an in- 
flrudor, to fupply thofe defeds, and difcover 
to them the way to their true happinefs. We. 

mufl 
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muft enquire therefore what thofe truths or doc- 
trines were, and in wdiat fenfe it was elTential to 
their happinefs to be inftruclded in them. 

Now of thefe, it will be fufficient, to our pre- 
fent purpofe, to mention only the following — 
namely — Tljat God fo loved the world, that he fent 
his Son into the world, that all men through him c 
might be faved, that this Son of God fhould teach 
tlic will of his heavenly Father, that he fhould 
die for ‘the fins of mankind, 'Ihould rife again 
for their juftification, fliould fend his Holy Spirit 
into their hearts to fandlify them, fliould raife 
them up from death, and, at the end of the world, 
Jlmild come again with power, and great glory, t(J 
judge the world in right eoufnefs, and render to every 
man according to his works. 

Thefe were fome of the divine dodlrines which 
he came to teach } and, that the truth of thefe 
could never have been difeovered, by the bulk 
of mankind, through the ufe of their natural fa- 
culties, is needlefs to prove, becaufe abfurd to 
fuppofe. 

The only remaining queftion is. Wherein 
confided the advantage of being inflrudled in 
them ? What need of more light, than what our 
common nature gives us ? 

In anfwer to this, I cannot help previoufly ob- 
lerving j that this is a queftion, which cannot 
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wifely be asked, either by a Chriftian, or an In- 
fidel. A Chnftian cannot ask it confifiently with 
his faith 3 becaufe, to fuppofe there is no need of 
any further light, than what our common nature 
gives, fuppofes the Gofpel ufelefs, and contradids 
the end of Chrift s coming into the world. 
Neither can an Infidel, confiftently with his un- 
belief of a future fiate, afk, with more pro- 
priety, — What 77eed of more light, than what 
our mn7non 72atiire gives? for unlefs our com- 
mon nature has enabled every one to difcern 
and attain all that happinefs, which he is formed 
capable’ of enjoying j there mufi; necelfarily be 
a want of happinefs, arifing from this want of 
difcernment ; and furely — when we are^ daily 
plunging into evils, for want of light to forefee 
and efcape them— when we are daily lofing the 
benefit of life itfelf, that is, on this/uppofition, 
the benefit of our whole exifiience, for want of 
knowledge to efcape the danger — it is very ab- 

furd to afk gravely— what need have we of more 
light ? ,, ' 

;But to proceed— -The queftion— What need of 
more light, than what our common nature gives ? 
—implies a concefijon, that fome light is ' need- 
ful. Now if any degree of light is acknowledged 
needful, it mufl be needful for the attainment of 

B fome 
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fome end, fome good to the being to whom it is 
needful. Unlefs therefore every the greatefl; pof- 
iible good, is equally difcoverable by any the 
leaft poffible degree of light, as it is by the great- 
eft, a greater light muft always be needful, for 
the attainment of fuch ends, as lie beyond the 
reach of a lefler light. 

But, to come more diredly to the point. The 
queftiooi — what need of more light t plainly im- 
plies, that more light would be ufelefs. 

Now to determine precifely — how much light, 
and no more, is.ufeful, or fufficient, for the di- 
rection of moral agents, is rather difficult. The 
intellects of mankind are fo unequal, there can 
be no common ftandard fixed, which can be a 
rule to all. If you take the meafure of a fiiffi- 
cient rule from the ftrongeft, and moft im- 
> proved underftandings, you ahfolutely exclude 
the bulk of mankind' from having any rule at 
iill. — If you take it from the loweft degree of in- 
tellect, that is to be found in the- fpecies, you 
make every higher degree of intellect ufelefs, and 
fuperfluous. Now, as it cannot be fuppofed, ei- 
ther that our Creator has given fuperior faculties, 
and powers to one part of the fpecies, for no ufe- 
'ful purpofe— or left the other part without any.. 
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rule at all, we may reafonably infer — Firft, That 
every accountable being has a rule of ad:ion propor- 
tioned, to his natural power of ufing it. But fe- , 
condly,- That as the faculties and powers of each 
are different, and capable of being improved in 
different degrees, there muft neceffarily be a 
difference alfb in the rule given to each. The 
rule muft be ^ adapted, and made level to the 
powers of the agent that is to be ruled by it. 
Thirdly therefore, from the*different powers gi- 
ven, and the different rules adapted to the re- 
fpeftive powers of each, we muft infer a differ- 
ence alfo in the ends, for the attainment of which 
thefe powers, and thefe rules are given, other- - 
wife it muft be maintained, that the greateft 
powers which God can give, can carry us to no 
higher end than the leaft, confequently, that it 
is a matter of abfolute indifference, whether we 
are placed in the higheft, or loweft.rank of intel- 
ligent accountable creatures. La'ftly, 

As happinefs, or good, is the only end for 
which any powers, any rule, or directing light, 
can be wanted, or defired by an intelligent being, 
the value of every rule muft be rated, both by 
the reftitude of its diredlion, and the importance 
of the end, for which its direction is wanted. 
The man, who has a rule to diredl him only to 
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a lels ^ood, has certainly not fo valuable a rule, 
as he who has a rule to direcfl him to a greater 
good. Confequently -r- The man, whofe in- 
telleils are too low to difcover, or too pre- 
polTefled with error to admit the guidance of 
a higher rule, cannot poffibly, through the 
diredion of this inferior rule, arrive at the fame 
end, to which a higher rule could have carried 
him. 

For Inftance — There is a twylight of under- 
ilanding, which has only fome faint, imperfed 
notices of right, and wrong j and thefe, per- 
haps, obfcured by paffion, and prejudice. Let 
us fuppofe it the cafe of a wild Indian, ignorant ^ 
of the True God, and ignorant of any reafon, • 
or fitnefs of things, but wLat agrees with the 
natural didates , of his own heart, or the man- 
ners and cuftoms of thofe among whom he 
lives. Be thefe ever fo barbarous, or abfurd, 
they are to him the dandard of right and 
wrong, the point of honour and ambition. He 
follow’S them, .not only without remorfe, or felf- 
reproach, but with felf- approbation. Thus he 
. invents the keeneft torments for his enemy, in- 
flids them with all the coolnefs of deliberate 
reafon, and exults in the anguiih he can make 
him fuffer. —-Will any one fay —what' need is 

there 
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there to humanize this Barbarian ? Will any one 
fay — Why is not his brutal nature as good as the 
moft amiable of the human fpecies ? Why is 
not the do(!drine which teaches him to indid 
the mod: exquifite torments on his enemies, as 
benedcial a dodirine, and as good a rule, as 
^ that of our Saviour, Love -your enemtes-i good 
to them that hate you‘^ — You cannot fay it, if 
your heart' can feel for others ; you would not 
fay it,' was you to feel the torments indided on 
yourfelf. 

But, examine the contrary charader 

Suppqfe, for Inflance, a mind dlled with all 
- the knowledge, and all the Virtues, that Chrid: 
has taught us ^ all the gratitude to God, which 
a fenfe of indnite obligation can infpire ; and all 
dhe inward joy, which the certain hope of ever- 
ladiing happinefs can bellow. — I beg leave then 
to alk — Is there any difference 'of advantage be- 
tween thefe charaders ? and, if there is, to what 
^ is it owing ? Is it not to the different light im- 
parted to .each, which gives the different rule 
of adion ? Will, any one venture to affirm, that 
the morality, the virtue, the happinefs of the 
one, is equal to that of the qtherp.or, that h 
appears to be the intention of their common 
Creator, that tiiey fhould be equaly happy m 

• confequeii'je 
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confequence of tlieir relpedtive rules and aftions. - 
For in fad: it cannot be : it is contrary to the 
cftablilhed laws of nature, that it fliould be fb. 

Nature never gives equal happinefs, where it 
gives not equal powers and capacities proper to 
receive it. 

Upon the whole then — If our Saviour taught 4 
the multitude a more perfedj: rule of adion, 
than what they had before : If he placed before 
them their true happinefs, and moil; valuable 
end, in a more confpicuous light 5 and gave ! 

them Wronger reafons, and motives to purfue it, 
it is abfurd to aflc — what advantage had they 
from it ? They had the advantage of a more | 

important end fet before them, and the Guid- 
ance of a more dired rule to attain it. 

In confequence of this — They had the ad- 
vantage of new powers given 3 a new fphere of 
' adion opened, for the exercife, the improve- 
ment, and extent of their virtues : they had 
' new joys fpringing up in their fouls, from ideas, # 
"before inconceivable by them, of the mercy, 

/ and goodnefs of God to mankind through Jefus 
Chrift. — The rule of adion, whofe end, as 
pointed out by the feeble light of nature,' was 
in general, to pafs innocently, and quietly 
through a fhort, precarious duration here,- to an 

uncertain. 




for the Propagatmi of the GofpeL 1 5 


uncertain, unaffured hereafter — this rule, I fay, 
was immediately directed to a higher end, the 
attainment of happinefs eternal in the Heavens, 
through the brighter light of the Golpel. To 
doubt whether thefe were advantages, is, in 
other words, to doubt, whether the knowledge 
of bur Creator’s goodnefs Is better than igno- 
rance j whether truth is a better rule than falfe- 
hood j whether light is a better, guide than 
darknefs ; whether a fure and certain hope of a 
blelTed immortality, through faith in Chriifl:, be 
more conducive to happinefs, than fear, doubt, 
and perplexity. 

Having thus endeavoured to explain the 
grounds, and reafons of our Saviours compaffion 
for the multitudes ; I proceed, in the fecond 
place, to confider — 

The inftrudion given to his difciples, in 
confequcnce of his compaffion — Pray ye there-’ y 
fore the Lord of the har^efly that ‘he will fend forth 
labourers into his harvef. 

This command of our Saviour’s, though di- 
redted more immediately to his difciples, who 
then attended him, yet, every good Chriftian 
will confider it as diredted to himfelf. He will 
make it his prayer to God, that he would fend 
forth teachers> to difpenfe the bleffings o^his- 

word ; 
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word ; and will join his endeavours to his pray- 
eis, that the bleffing may be difFuled as wide as 
pohible. The fame benevolent fpirit, which 
moved our Saviour to compaffionate the wants 
of our common nature, ought certainly to be in 
us, who call ourfelves his difciples, and move 

us to the fame compalTion one for another. 

But it is needlefs, before this audience, to en- 
force the duty. We are here alfembled to teftify 
the fenfe we have of the common obligation— 
to unite our bed: endeavours — and to implore the 
bleffing of God on the labours of this Society, 
for the fupport, and propagation of his Gofpel. 

The peculiar circumftances of the prefent 
time are fuch, that we ourfelves can make the 
fame leflecflion now, which our Saviour made, 
in the words of my text, on feeing the multi- 
tudes — harvejl truly is ple7iteous, but the la- 
bourers are few, A new. field is now open to 
cur labour. By the bleffiing of God on his Ma- 
jedy s arms, it ffretches itfelf to the utmoft parts 
of the globe. Our armies have gone before us ; 
they have made the mod; diffimt countries ac- 
cedible to our miffionaries, and brought multi- 
tudes innumerable within the reach of our in- ‘ 
flru(S:ion. But where, in this wildernefs, can 
be fof nd bread from Heaven fufficient to fatisfy 

their 
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their wants ? Their, wild, untutor’d minds re- 
main in the fame favage ftate of ignorance, in 
which they were found. Their fuperflition, 
their prejudices> their brutal ha'bits and inclina- 
tions remain ftill unconquered. - Our fword car- 
ried no inftrudion with it : It made them own, 
and obey a fuperior on earth j but it could not 
force their intellefts ; it could not open their hearts 
to receive, and obey a higher Mafter in Heaven, 
the one God, and Jefus Chrijl whom he has fent. 

This vidory over their hearts can be gained 
only by the force of truth, by the word of God. 
But truth has no force, where it is not perceiv- 
ed ; nor the word of God, where it is not pub- 
lifhed. Teachers therefore muft be fent to ex- 
plain, and enforce it ; and thefe in fome pro- 
portion to the numbers that want it : New 
fchools of virtue muft be founded — new femi- 
naries of religion planted — new Churches for 
divine worlhip ereded — All thefe cares, for the 
further propagation of the Gofpel, come now 
under the attention of this Society 5 befides what 
eometh upon them daily, the care of all the 
churches already planted, and the prefervation 
of our holy faith, already taught, and eftablifhed. 
But what Society of men is, of itfelf, fufficient 
for this ? The plenteoufnefs of the harveft, ex- 

C ceeds 
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ceeds the powers of our labour to gather 
We muft pray the Lord of the barveji^ that he 
will fend forth labourers — The fame good Provi- 
dencCj which, beyond all human expectation, 
has opened this extent of country to our victo- 
rious forces, can equaly open it for the entrance 
of his word, and may, for that very realbn, 
have already opened it to our arms, in order to 
make a way for his truth to follow them. I’ke 
Sowers, therefore, muft go forth to fow-the feed', 
and however fmall its fuccefs may at firft appear, 
,we have no reafon to delpair of its future 
growth. We know to what ouf Saviour has 
likened the kingdom of Heaven ; and we have 
feen it verified in the fuccefs of our pafl la- 
bours. Lhe kingdom of Heaven is like unto a 
grain of fnujiard-feed ; which a man took, and 
fowed in his feld : which indeed is the leaf of all 
feeds ; but, when it is grown, it is the greatejl 
among herbs, and becometh a tree fo that the 
birds of the air come, and lodge in the branches 
thereof 

' The end^ and defign of this Society is, not 
only to maintain, and preferve in its purity, the 
religion of Chrifl:, as already preached in thofe'- 
Farts, but, at the fame time, to extend the be- 
nefits of its doClrines, if poflible, to all man- 
kind. 
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kind. This is the end, to which all oiir la- 
bours are, and ought to be, diredled. And a 
moft worthy end it is the mod: excellent, that 
a reafonable, and good being can purfue. It 
is — r to lead men, by the help of faith in God’s 
word, through the practice of every virtue, to 
all that peace, which can be enjoyed on earth, 
and to a fitnefs, through the 'mediation of Chi ld:, 
to receive everlading happinefs in Heaven— ^It 
is, through the adidance of God’s grace, revealed 
in his golpel, to infufe the Ipirit of univerfal be- 
nevolence into the hearts of all men — Is is — to 
extirpate every vice, that can infed:, or debafe 
^ our nature, and to cultivate every virtue that 
can exalt, and adorn it — It is-— to give mankind 
the d:ronged: motives to promote each other’s 
happinefs, that the heart of man is capable of 
receiving, and confequently — ^ It is carrying the 
happinefs of mankind to the' highed: pitch, that, 
in the 'nature of things, it is podible to be car- 
^ . ried by any motives.—- Thefe virtues, and thefe 

motives to virtue, are all deducible from the 
doctrines of Chrid 5 and in a jud proportion, as 
thefe motives operate, and thefe virtues are pro- 
duced, happinefs is the natural, and genuine 
- ’f he virtues cannot be produced with- 
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out the motives, nor the Kappinefs without the 
virtues. 

Whether therefore thefe dodrines are true, 
or falfe, the effed of them, if univerfaly and 
confiftently obeyed and followed, is certain. It 
is univerfal good-will towards each other, and 
univerfal praife and thankfgiving to our Creator. 
If the .dodrines are true, every man’s duty, 
and every man’s intereft, is concerned to propa- 
gate them: but fuppofe them falfe, no man’s duty, 
and no man’s intereft is concerned to refute 
them. For to endeavour to refute them, is, to ^ 
endeavour to deftroy the ftrongeft foundation, on 
which the order and happinefs of mankind can 
be built. But on what law can any fuch duty 
be founded ? — Not on any revealed law of 
God — Not on any law of right reafon, for that 
leads all men to the greateft happinefs attain- ‘ 
able. Neither can it be founded on any law of 
truth, that has any fandion to inforce obedi^ 
ence to it — For, if it is a truth, that the ftrongeft , 
foundation on which the greateft happinefs of 
mankind can be built, ought to be deftroyed, i^ 
is a truth, to whofe law general obedience would 
be punifhed with general mifery, and general . 
difobedience rewarded with general happinefs. 
As happinefs therefore, in the nature of things, 

is 
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is. fuperior, and preferable to mifery, this fup- 
pofed falfehood of the Golpel, which in its con- 
fequences is productive of the greatefl general 
happinefs, muft neceifarily, in the nature of 
things, be fuperior, and preferable to this fup- 
pofed truth. — To conclude. — 

Objections maybe made to particular points 
of the Chriftian doCtrine, arifing from ignorance, 

. prejudice, mifunderftanding, and a variety of 
other caufes ; but the general end and tendency 
of the whole, no wife man can objeCt to — no 
good man will objeCt to — For let the moil per- 
fect fyftem of moral laws be devifed, that the 
wifdom of man can devife, or that the goodnefs of 
man can with to eftablilh, for the common good 
of mankind — everj wife man would fee, and 
every good man would lament the want of pro- 
per fanCtions and authority to enforce obedience. 

But this mod: perfeCt lyftem of moral laws, is, 
in faCt, contained, and taught in the doCtrines of 
' Chrift ; and, that very want of fanCtions and 
authority is amply fupplied by the authority of 
God himfelf commanding obedience. 

How abfurd then for thofe, who approve the 
fuperftruCture, to attack the foundation } for 
thofe, who revere the virtue, to weaken, and 

, deilroy 
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' t 

deftroy the faith, on which alone it can ftand ? 
Surely, every wife and good man, if he is con- 
fiftent with his wifdom and goodnefs, will find 
himlelf obliged to join his labours with ours for 
the Propagation of the Gofpel, and his prayers with 
ours to the Lord of the Harvef, that he will fend 
forth the labourers into his harvef.

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An Abstract of the 

CHARTER, 

And of the Proceedings of the Society 
' for the Propagation of the Gofpel in 
Foreign Parts, from the 20th Day 
of February^ 1761, to the' 19th Day 
of February^ 1762. 

K ing WUliam III, of Glorious Memory, 
was gracioufly pleafed, on the i6'th of' 
^ime 1701, to ereB and fettle a Corpora- 
tion with a perpetual SucceJ/ion, by the Name of' 
The Society for the Propagation of 
THE Gospel in Foreign Parts ^ for the Re- 
ceivings Managing, and Difpojing of the Charity 
of fuch Perfons as would be induced to extmd their 
Charity towards the Maintenance of a Learned 
and an Orthodox Clergy, and the makhig fuch 
other Provifon as might be necefj'ary for the Pro- 
pagation of the Gofpel in Foreign Parts,^ upon In- 
formation, that in many of our Plantations, Colonies, 
and FaBories beyond the Seas, the Provifion for 
Mmifters was mean, and many other of our faid 
Plantations, Colonies, and FaBories, were wholly 
unprovided of a Maintenance for Minifters, and the 
publick Worfoip of God ; a?id that, for lack of Sup- 
' port 
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port and Maintenance of fuch, many of his loving 
Subjedls wanted the Adminiftration of God’s Word 
ajid SacramentSf and feemed to be abandoned to 
Atheif?t and Infidelity^' and others of them to Popifij 
Superfiition and Idolatry, 

This Society was compofed, by the Charter, of 
the Chief Prelates and Dignitaries of the Church,

Donations of all charitable and well-difpofed Per- 
fons towards this mod pious Defign : And thro’ 
an efpecial Bleffing, this Work of the Lord hath hi- 
therto profpered in their Ilaiids, Many more than 
One Hundred Thoufand of oiir own People, In- 
fants and Adults, and many Thoufands'of 
and Negroes have been indrudled and baptized 
I into the true Faith of our Lord Jefus Chrid ; and 
more than One Hundred and Thirty Thoufand 
Volumes of Bibles and Common Prayer Books,. 

with 
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with other Books of Devotion and Inflru^tion, to- 
gether with 'an innumerable Qi^ntity of pious 
fhiall Tradts, have been difperfed in Foreign 


proving Appearance of Religion in the piiblick 
Worfhip of God, according to the Liturgy of 
the Church of Rngland^ in a great Number of 
Churches in our Plantations in America, bv the 
Means, and through the Procurement of this 
Corporation. 

The Charter diredls the Society to give an An- 
nual Account to the Lord High Chancellor, the 
Lord Chief Juftice of the King^s Bench^ and 
the Lord Chief Juftice of the Common Pleas, of 
the feveral Sums of Money by them received, and 
laid out, and of the Management and Difpolition 
of the Revenues of the Corporation : This is 
punctually done, and the Society annually makes 
publick an AbflraCt of them, and their Proceed- 
ings.

Newfoundland. 

The Rev. Mr. hangman, the Society’s Mif- 
fionary at St.ychn's Town in Newfoundland, m 
his Letter fme 2 2 -, 1761, acquaints the' 

Society, that he arrived iafe at his Miffidn oq 
May 28, and purpofed vifiting the Southern Har- 


bours, 




» A'aiiiaaa. . 
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hours, which he could not vifit laft Summer, but 
was afraid he fhould not be able to vifit any of 
the Northern Harbours, as the Summers in thofe 
Parts are very Ihort 5 however, promifes to vifit 
them all as often as he can, confident with his 
more immediate Duty at St. Jobfis, and to fol- 
low all fuch Diredions as the Society fhall give 
him. He writes, That the new Church at St. 
Johns was almoft finifhed ; which would render 
their afiembling for Divine Worfhip more com- 
modious than heretofore. In another Letter, 
dated Nov. 4, 1761, he writes. That he vifited 
in Auguji laft, Bay Bulls and fVhitlafs Bay, where 
he ftaid ten Days : That in the Harbour of Bay 
Bulls are 37 Families of Irijh Papifts, and 8 of 
' Protefiiants ; in all about 230 Souls. He bap- 
tized 4 of the Protefiiants Children ; but could 
not perfuade the Papifiis to have .theirs baptized ' 
by him. In Whitlafs Bay are ii poor Families, 
almofi; all Irifi Roma?t Catholics, as they are in 
the refi: of the Harbours and Bays of this Ifland, 
where the few Protefiiants there are, are in Danger 
even of their Lives ; fo that, were- they not 
fomewdiat' refirained by the Fear of> the Civil 
Power, there would be no tolerable living in the 
Ifland. He purpofes, God willing, nextjpini- 
mer to vifit Harbour Grace, and fome Pla( 5 es 30 , 

or 40 Miles Northward. By Mr. Langmans ' 
Notitia Parcchtalis it appears, that the Number 
of Souls in the Limits of St. John's Aown, as ta- 
ken by. Survey lafii Winter, was as follows ; of 
' Men, Women, and Children, 557; of 

IriJJo

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Irijh Roman Catholics 629. In all 1 186. In the 
laft Year he had baptized 16, two of which were 
Adults : Buried 42. His regular Communicants 
are 30. He begs a further Supply of Bibles, 
Common-Prayer Books, and other good Books ; 
which will be forwarded the firft Opportunity. 

The Society have not been able this Year to 
find a proper Perfon for Miffionary to 'Trinity 
Bay, in the room of Mr. Lindfay ; but hope to 
fend one foon. 


Nova Scotia. 

In Confequcnce of feveral Letters laid before 
the Society by yohn Po^vnal, Efqj Secretaiy to 
* the Board of Trade j fetting forth the Neceffity 
of eflabliffiing' a new Million in Nova Scotia, 
amongfl the German Settlers at Lunenburg and 
the Parts adjacent, who underfland Englijh very 
well, and are defirous of uniting themfelves and 
their Children (of whom the latter now fcarce 
fpeak any other Language but Englijh) into one 
Congregation, under the Church of England Go- 
vernment 5 the Society have appointed the Rev. 
Mr. yofeph Bennet, Itinerant Miffionary .there, 
who is diredted to officiate chiefly at Lunenburg, 
but occafionally alfo, as need (hall require, in the 
feveral other Townfhips, which are, or fhall be, 
ereded in the Province, as the Governor fhall 
dired, till the Bounds of his Miffion are more 
fully fettled. Mr. Bennet is in the 34th Year of 
his Age,’ and is recommended to the Society as 
^iMan of good Temper, Prudence, and Learning, 
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and of a fober and pious Converfation, zealous 
for the Chriflian Religion, throughly well affecft- 
ed to the prefent Government, and one who has 
always conforrhed to the Dodrine and Difcipline 
of the Church of England. 

New England. 

The Rev. Mr. Fayerweather^ the Society’s Mif- 
(lonary ztNarraganfet, by his Letter dated Dec. i > 
176c, which was laid before the Board April 17, 
1761, acquaints the Society, That after officiating 
a few Sundays in the Parifli Church of St. Paul in 
his new Miffion, he had the Misfortune of fprain- 
ing his right Ancle, which till that Time had 
confined him in great Pain ; but promifes, upon 
his Recovery, to be diligent in the Society’s Ser- 
vice, and obey their Injun< 5 lions, and to exert 
himfelf, to the utmoft of his Srength and Capa- 
city, to the Honour of God, and the Propagation 
of the Gofpel of our Great Redeemer. By an- 
other Letter dated March 20, 1761, we learn> 
That he is fo far reftored as to go out again, and 
promifes to do his utmoft to redeem the loft 
Time. He complains. That Queers, Baptifts, 
Fanaticks, Ranters, Deifts, and Infidels, fwarm 
in that Part of the World : But in another Let- 
ter, dated Aug. i, 1761, writes. That his own 
Flock, to his unfpeakable Comfort, increafe in 
'Number, and, as he judges by the Fruits, grow 
in the Graces and Virtues of the Chriftian Life. 
He adds. That many good Books are wanted in 
the Narraganfet County, for the SupprefTing of 
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Deifm, Infidelity, and Q^kerifm, which, if fent 
‘to his Care and Difpofal, he promifes fhall be di^ 
ftributed in a Manner beneficial to his own 
People, and to thofe who diffent from our Eflab- 
lifhment. Which Requeft the Society have com- 
plied with 5 and befides Bibles, Common-Prayer 
Books, and many pious fmall Trails, have fent 
1 2 Copies of Wejl on the Kefurre^ion, and Lyttle-^ 
ton on the Converfion of St. Paul ; and 12 of 
Lefie*s Jkort an(i eafy Method with the Delfts. 

The Rev." Mr. Bafs, the Society's Miflionary 
at Newbury y writes, in his Letters of Sept, 29, 
1760, e,nd March 2^, 1761, That his Congre^ 
gation continues to increafe, though very flowly j 
that he has baptized at Newbury ^ within the 
Year, 12 Infants, and fix, together with a Ne- 
groWoman and her three Children, 2X Hopkinton ; 
to which Place he made a Journey toward the 
End of the Year 1760, and preached to a con* 
liderable Congregation, who feemed to be earn- 
eflly defirous of a Miflionary. He alfo preachedy 
two or three Months before the Date of his laft 
Letter, at Amjhury^ five or fix Miles from New- 
bury ^ over- the River Merrimack., to a confiderable' 
Number of People in a private Houfe ; But they 
are preparing to build a Church, and are in 
Hopes of the Society's Favours in due Time, 
upon Compliance with the Terms required.' In 
another Letter, dated Sept.2(), 1761, he com* 
plains. That the Diflenters, upon his refufing tO' 
give them Leave to hold their Religious Meet- 
ings in his Church, till they could build a Meet- 
< ing-houfey 
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ing-houfcj Had forcibly intruded into it j and* 
that thereupon he confulted Governor Bernard^ 
who recommended the granting them theUfe of 
the Church, upon their difclaiming all Right to 
it, and difavowing the Force they bad ufed. But 
Mr. Bafsj confidering the Church as a Trull; 
committed to him by the Society, eariieftly rc- 
queRs their Diredions Upon this Head, who have 
Ordered him to follow Governor Bernard's Ad- 
vice, in permitting the Dilfenters to make Ufe 
of the Church for a limited Time, fuch as the 
Governor diall recommend, provided they dif- 
daim all Manner of Right to it, and provided 
their aiTembling there does not interfere with 
the Hours of his performing Divine Service^ and 
other occalional Duties of llis Parifli. 

The Revi Mr. Boiirs^ the Society’s Miffionary 

Marblehead, in a Letter dated Aug. 2, 176 
acquaints therri. That the greateft Unanimity 
reigns amongfl tho teveral Denominations in that 
Place j That he has conftaatly a full Audience^ 
who are in general devout in their Worffiip, and 
exemplary in their Lives. Yromyune 1760*' 
ioyune 2/\., lybi, he has baptized 59 Infants* 

His Communicants are 47. 

The Rev* Mr; Winjlow, the Society’s Miffio^ 
nary at Stratford, in his Letters of l)ec. 29, 1760,' • 

^nd yidy u 1761, informs the Society, That 
within the Year he had baptized 3^ Whitey and 
3 Negro Children, and that his Number ofCom.^ 
rnunicants is near 150 : That the Church in 
Stratford fupports its Reputation and Influence^ 
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and gains Strength, notwithftanding a reftlefs 
Spirit of Oppofition but too vifible in fome of 
the DifTenting Teachers of Authority and In- 
fluence : But he obferves, that the Divifions 
among the Diffenters have unfettled fo many, 
that he doubts not but Numbers will embrace 
that Refuge from Confufion, which our happy 
Conflitution will afford them. This, he fays, 
is manifeffly the Cafe at Wallingford^ where the 
Church Congregation has fo far increafed, that 
the People think themfelves in a Condition to 
make a fuitable Provifion for a deferving young 
Man, who had been fome Time employed as a 
Reader among them. This Gentleman (Mr. 
Andrews) has fince been fent to E 7 igland, very 
ftrongly recommended to the Society, and being 
found worthy, was admitted into Holy Orders, 

and received into the Society’s Service, as Mif-

fionary to the People of Walli?igford, Chcjkire, 
Meridan, and North Haven, who have jointly 
contradted to raife 50/. StciYing per Annu?n, with 
a Houfe and Glebe of 14 Acres for his better 
Accommodation. 

The Rev. Mr. Dihblee, the Society’s Miffio- 
nary at Stamford, in his. Letter dated March 25, 
1761, returns his hearty Thanks to the Society 
for pafl Favours, and promifes his utmofl: En- 
deavours to deferve the Continuance of them by 
Diligence and Fidelity. He writes further. That 
upon making a Vifit to the People of IVcf 
Chefter, (who were at that Time without a Mif- 
fionary) he paid his Refpedls to the worthy Mr.

George T^alhot, a Gentleman of great Piety, 
Zeal, and Charity, who, hefides the Benefacftion 
to the Church of of 600 /. New York Cur- 
rency, has alfo given a like Sum for the En- 
couragement of Religion among the poor People 
of North Cajile ; a like Benefadion to the Church 
Fluffing in Long JJlaml j and (as we learn from 
another Letter of Mr. Dibblee's^ dated Sept. 29, 
1761,) has judged the Church of Stamford wor-' 
thy of his Charity, and made them alfo a free 
Donation, of 600 /. New York Currency, to be 
improved hereafter as the Society lhall direct, or 
Mr. Y dbot (liall prefcribe by his Lafl Will. Mr. 
Dibblee prays God to reward their generous Be- 
nefactor, and hopes himfelf to improve every 
Encouragement he meets with, by labouring to 
be as exteniively ufeful as he can. From this 
worthy Gentleman, the Society have been fa- 
voured with a Letter, dated May 16, 1761, ac- 
knowdedging the Honour done him in chofi ng 
him a Member of the Society, expreffing his 
Zeal for true Religion, according to theDodtrine, 
Worfoip, and Government of our Church ; and 
his earneil; Defire to further the noble and cha- 
ritable Defigns of the Society, by ' fubmitting 
. what he diall be able to contribute, to their 
Diredlion, for the good of the feveral Churches 
on which he has beiliow'ed his Charity ; fo long, 
and no longer than they fliall continue to de- 
ferve the Society's Notice. Mr. Dibblee adds, 
That his People continue in a^ peaceable, united 
State j paying, in general, a due Regard to all 
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the Offices of Religion, in all Parts of his ex- 
tenfive Miffion. He writes, That the Diffenters 
at Greemvich, in Concurrence with the Church- 
People, have recjueilcd him .^to attend Divine 
Service there on Sundays^ as often as is confiftent 
with the other Duties of his Cure : Which good 
Pifpoftion he endeavours to improve, not only 
by allotting them one Sunday in Eight, but aifq 
by preaching to them every Sunday after Even- 
ing Service is over at Siawford, fo long as he 
tliall be able to attend three Services. The Heads 
of Families in Stamford, Green^mich, and the Pa- 
I'iffies belonging to them, are 152*, actual Com-, 
municants 53 ; Infants baptized within the 
Year 56 j Adults 3. ' 

The Rev. Mr. fohn Graves, tlte Society’s Mif- 
fionary at Providence, in a Letter dated May 5, 
1761, writes, That his conftant Communicants 
are almof; doubled ; and his ftatecj Elearers more 
than prcportionably increafed wnth Perfqns who 
pradlife, as well as profefs Religion. As to his 
particular Charge, he never leaves it, except 
when he vifts his Relations, Spring and Fall, at 
New Lcndon> Pie has kept together, the three laR 
Years, the little Church of Warwick, (ten Miles 
from Providence) and given them conflant At-^ 
tendance. Preaching, AdminLilring the Lord’s 
Supper, taking into the Church both Infants and 
Adults, catechiiing their Children, viiiting their 
Sick, and burying their Dead. For this extra- 
prdinaiy Attendance on the Church of IVarwick,^ 
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the Society have ordered Mr. ^ohn Graves a 
Gratuity. 

The Rev. Mr. Beach , the Society’s Miffionary 
at Newtown^ in a Letter dated OB. 14, 1760, 
rejoices to think, That the War being now hap- 
pily concluded in that Country, there will, in a 
ffiort Time, be the heft Opportunity of propa- 
gating the Gofpel among the heagthen Natives of 
that Part of the World, that was ever offered ; 
as the French Pfiefts will no longer be able to 
raife Jealoufies amongft them, and the Englijh 
will foon build new Towns near the Ittdian Set- 
tlements, where Miffionaries may refide, and en- 
joy all the Advantages which can be wiffied for 
to effedl their Converfion. In another Letter, 
dated Jlpril 6, 1761, which he apprehends may , . 
be the laft Time of his writing to the So- 
ciety, he takes Occalion to return them his 
hearty Thanks for the charitable Support they 
have given him for 29 Years, in which he has 
laboured faithfully to propagate true Religion j 
and hopes he has not laboured in vain. The 
Members of the Church of England, he fays, 
are increafed lince his coming into thofe Parts, 
more than ten-fold ; and, which is of greater 
Importance, their Conduft is, for the mod: part, 
a Credit to their Profeffion. Of 800 Members 
of the Church of England in his Cure,, 240 are 
adlual Communicants. 

The Rev. Mr. Learning, the Society’s Mif- 
lionary at Nor-walk, in his Letter dated Ap?dl 7, 
1761, acquaints the Society, That the Churph 
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of Norwalk is now compleatly finiihed, and a 
good Bell purchafed, of 600 Pounds Weight ; 
and that the Members of the Church give con- 
flant Attendance on publick Worfliip, and, by 
their ferious Behaviour, appear to do it from a 
Senfe of Duty. By his Notitia Parochialis it ap- 
pears, he had baptized, within the Year, 46 
White, and 6 Negro Children, and i Adult Ne- 
gro after proper Inftruftion. 

The Rev. Mr. Palmer^ late the Seciety’s Itine- 
rant Miffionary in Litchfield County and Parts ad- 
jacent, is, at his own earned; Requefl; frequently 
repeated, removed to the fettled Miffion at Am- 
boy in Newjerfey, he being no longer able to 
bear the Fatigues of an Itinerant Miffion; and 
is fucceeded by the Rev. Mr. DaAes, an hope- 
ful young Man, drongly recommended by Dr. 
fohnfonj Air. Palmer, and others, as truly wor- 
thy of the Society’s Notice and Encourage- 
ment. 

The Rev. Mr. Matthew Graves, the Society’s 
Miffionary at Ne^v London,^ in his Letter dated 
Dec. 13, 1760, acquaints the Society, That the 
Number of Pews Lad lately been enlarged, and 
an handfome Gallery eredfed in the Church, and 
yet there is not Room for the Families that fre- 
quent it ; that his Communicants increafe, and 
he had lately baptized an adult Anabaptift well 
prepared, and gained a large growing Family of 
that Sedl, to be of the Number of his Flearers, 
•Vvhich he hoped to bring regularly into our 
Comtnuniopi gnd be b]ci|es God that he is be^ 
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loved by the People of all Denominations, who 
often attend on his publick Miniftry, and fre- 
quent his Floufe, and demonftrate their Good- 
will to him. In his Letter dated 14, 1761, 
he laments his bodily Weaknefs and Infirmities ; 
but bleffes God his Parifhioners increafe ama- 
zingly, to whom, he trufls in God, others will 
be foon joined. In both Letters he applies for 
a Number of Religious Books, which the Society 
have readily granted him. 

The Rev. Mr. Bailey, the Society’s Itinerant 
MifTionary on the Eaftern Frontiers of MaJJa^ 
chufets Bay, in his Letter dated March 26, 1761, 
writes. That on his Arrival at Frankfort, he was 
received by 'the poor Inhabitants of that and the 
neighbouring Parts, with manifefl Tokens ofSa- 
tisfad:ion, who appeared fenfibly afFedled with 
die Goodnefs of the Society. He found in the . 
County of Lincoln, which contains 1500 Famir 
lies fcattered over a Country 100 Miles in Length 
and 60 in Breadth, no Teachers of any Deno- 
mination,' except a Number of illiterate Ex- 
horters, who ramble about the Country, and do 
all they can to feduce the People from Order and 
Decency. The People in thofe Parts, he fays, 
are a Mixture of feveral Nations, Languages, 
and Religions j that however, they are pretty 
conftant in attending publick Worfliip, and, as 
foon as the Calamities of War are over, it feems 
probable that Induffry will increafe, and the 
People become more lober and virtuous. In his 
Letter dated Sept. 2 c, 1761, he writes, That he 
: ' find^ 
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finds the People more generally difpofed to at- 
tend Divine Service, and their Demand for his 
Labours continually increafing j but’ the Country 
is fo extenfive* and the Difficulties in Travelling 
fo great, that it is impoffible for one Miffionary 
to give proper Attendance* In George 
where he has frequently preached and admini- 
ftred the Sacrament> the DifienterSj he thinks^ 
incline fo much to our Church, that, had they 
a Miffionary refident, they would probably come 
over to it. Fort Rtchmon'd is continually increa-** 
fing, and the Inhabitants fo well difpofed, that 
they have fubfcribed to the Building of a Church, 
and have hitherto complied with their Engage- 
ments to the Society. He obferves, That George 
Town^ Bru?zfwicky Marp-well, Frankfort or Powzial 
Borough, and Rzchmondt claim an equal Share 
in his Services, which obliges him frequently to 
preach among them at other Times befides Sim- 
days. His Communicants at George Town are 1 7, 
at Frankfort 2^0. He has baptized within the 
Year 48 Infants, and i Adult. At Mr. Bailey's 
Requeft, a Number of Common^Prayer Books, 
Catechifms, and pious fmall Trails, have been 
fent to him for the Ufe of the Poor in his MiL 
fion- 

The Rev. Mr. Peters, the Society’s Mifiionary 
at Hebron, in his Letter dated 13, 1761, 
exprefies his grateful Senfe of the Obligations he 
owes to the Society, and his earnefi Defire to ' 
promote their pious Defigns by a faithful Dif- 
charge of his Duty. Pie writes. That the 
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Church-People at Hebron are religioufly attentive 
to his Inflrudions, and the DifTenters behave 
much better than they ufed to do, and a good 
Friendfhip feems to fubiift betw^een him and 
their Teachers. He obferves, That his Bufinefs 
is great, having only Mr. Matthew Graves of 
New London within fifty Miles, fo that he is be- 
come, by the Importunity of vacant Parifiies, an 
Itinerant. His Journeys have been to Lau7iton 
loo Miles, to Aharon 90, to Norwich, Middle- 
town, Simjbury, GlaJJe'nbury , Walling ford, and 
other Places 20 and 30 Miles each. For thefe his 
extraordinary Labours, the Society were pleafed 
to give Mr. Peters a Gratuity. 

The Rev. Mr. Apthorp, the Society’s Mifiio- 
nary at Ca?nbridge, in *his Letter dated Feb, 14, 
1761, acquaints the Society, That they have 
been under fome Difficulties in compleating the 
Building of their Church, and as it had not yet 
been in his Power to be refident at Cambridge, 
and therefore he had hitherto been of little Ser- 
vice to the Society, he thinks he cannot, with a 
fafe Confcience, accept of their Salary for the 
Years 1759, and 1760, but begs the Favour of 
the Society to grant the Salary for thofe two Years 
towards the Building of the Church, which has 
been expenfive, and the chief Burthen of it 
borne by a very few. As the good People of 
Cambridge are likely to incur a confiderable Debt, 
which may prevent many of the poorer Sort from 
aflbciating with them, he thinks it will greatly 
advance the Interefl: of that Miffion to lighten 
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the Burthen of the firft Expence. This Requeft 
the Society very readily complied with, and think 
themfelves greatly obliged to Mr. Apthot^p for 
his generous Behaviour on this Occafion. 

New York. 

The Rev. Mr. Seabury, fen. the Society’s Mif- 
fionary at Uemjtead in LoiJg Ijland^ in his Letter 
of 06 i, 21,1761 ,writes,That he has had the good 
Succefs to bring feveral Adults to Baptifm, who, 
he hopes, will adorn their Profeffion. He ob- 
ferves, That our Church is well filled both at 
Hemftead and Oyjier-Bay, though the former is 
fupplied with an 'independent Preacher, and in 
the latter Anabaptift and feparate Baptifl Meet- 
ings are conftantly held. The Church at Hunt- 
ingdouy where he can attend but feldom, is well 
filled, and the zealous Members always lament 
their Want of a Minifter. By his Notitia Pa- 
rochialis it appears. That the Number of Inha- 
bitants at Hemjlead is 5940 ; of Adults baptized \ 
lafl Year 21, one of them a Negro ; of Children 
109, three of which were Negroes ; of Com- 
municants 72 ; of ProfefTors of the Church of 
Rngland 750. 

Mr. Timothy Wetmore, the Society’s School- 
mafter at Rye^ in a Letter dated A/izy 6, 1761, 
complains, That fince the Death of his Father 
they had not been favoured with a Sermon, or 
had either of the Sacraments adminiftred in the 
Pariih by a Minifter of the Church of England^ 
for fix or eight Months ; that he has prefumed, 
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at the Requeft of the People in this deftitute 
Condition, to read Service every Lord’s Day, and 
upon other convenient Occafions, which he hopes 
may, by the Bleffing of God, tend to keep up a 
Spirit of Religion, and further the Defigns of 
the Society. He obferves. That the People are 
conftant in their Attendance, and decent in their 
Deportment, and that the Temper of many of_ 
the Preibyterian Congregation, who have now 
no Miniiler, is fuch, that if a worthy and ac- 
ceptable Man was fettled in that Parifli, he is 
much inclined to think they would not call an- 
other Preacher, but might many of them be 
brought into the Church. 

The Society have informed the Veflry, that as 
foon as they fhall make Application for a Mini- 
fter, and enter into proper Engagements to con- 
tribute towards his Support, they intend to ap- '' 
point a Miflionary. 

The Rev. Mr. Milner ^ the Society’s Miffionary 
at TVeJi Chejier, ‘in his Letter of OBcber 3, 1761", 
acquaints the Society, That after a long and 
dangerous Paffiage, he arrived at His Miffion 
May 13, and has ever fince preached to crowded 
Audiences. . His Miffion, he fays, is of large 
Extent, and he is obliged to attend three 
Churches, and till Mr. Houdin came to New Ro- 
chelle, officiated there once a Month. One of 
his Churches is a nev/ Edifice, raifed by the Ge- 
nerofity of Col. Frederic Philips, who has given 
to .its Service a fine Farm as a Glebe, confiding 
of 200 Acres j upon which he purpofes to build 
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a good'Houfe for a Minifter., Mr. Milner has 
baptized 43 White Infants, and 4 Adults 5 1 2 
Black Children, and 3 Adults. His Communi- 
cants are 16. His Catechumens, he fays, have 
made a laudable Proficiency, by which Means he 
hopes his Communicants will increafe. 

The Rev. Mr. Ogihie, the Society’s Mifiaonary 
at Albany and to the Mohcck Indians, in his Let- 
ter dated OBoher 14, 1760, informs the Society, 
That he is obliged to return to Montreal for the 
Winter Seafon, by exprefs Order from Jeffrey 
Aj7iherfl, who directed him to procure fome pro- 
per Clergyman to fupply his Place at Albany, to 
whom Mr. Ogihie agrees to give the Society’s 
Allowance during his Abfence, which he hopes 
they will approve of. And it appears by a joint 
Letter from Dr. Johnfon, Dr. Barclay, and Mr. 
Aiichmuty, that Mr. Brown, Chaplain to a 
• ment under his Excellency, fujpplied Mr. Ogilvies 
Cure from the Sunday before St. Idhomas s Day 
1760, to Novcrnbcr 1761, when Mr. Brown him- 
felf was. ordered on an Expedition. Mr. Ogihsie, 
while he remains at Montreal, promifes to do all 
in his Power to recommend the Church of Eng-' 
land, and defires a Num.ber of French Bibles and 
Common-Prayer Books, and fome plain Ac- 
counts of the Proteftant Religion, written with 
a Spirit of Moderation and Chrifiian Charity. 
Mr. Ogilvie whites farther. That all the Lands 
upon the Ifland of Montreal and Ifle Jefu are 
vetted in the Church; the Soil is good, and the 
Country well cultivated ; and fiiould they remain 
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to Great Britain in a General Peace, out of them 
might be made a fufficient Provifion for a regular 
and orthodox Clergy. 

The Rev. Mr. JVatkins^ the Society’s Miffio- 
nary at Newburgh r in a Letter dated '‘^une 24, 
1761, complains, That through the extraordi- 
nary 'Fatigues which he has endured in the Cold 
and Stories for 16 Years, (riding more than 
2000 Miles a Year) his Conftitution is much 
impaired, fo that he apprehends he lliall iiot be 
able to endure fo much Fatigue for the Time to ‘ • 
come in fuch a cold Climate^ being exceedingly 
troubled with the Rheumatifrn. The Society 
have agreed to remove Mr. Watkim to a warmer 
Climate, as foon as conveniently may 'be, on 
account of his long Services. From the i8th of 
November 1760, to the Date^ of this Letter, he 
had baptized 23 White Children, and 3 Adults, 
educated in the Principles of Quakerifm. He 
has baptized lince he came to his Miffion 7^7* ' 
Plis Communicants are 90. 

The Rev. Mr. Auchmuty, the Society’s Cate- 
chift to the Negroes in the City of New Tork^ in 
his Letter dated May 2, 1761, gives an Account, ’ 
That he had baptized 5 Negroes and 2 Mulatto 
Adults, after proper Inftrudion, and 87 Infants, v 
fince the Month of "June 1760 j and that he had 
lately liad a conliderable Increafe of young'Black 
Catechumens, many of v/hom promife very well, 
and he trufts in God will be exemplary in their 
Behaviour, and a Credit to our moft Holy Re- 
ligion. In another Letter, dated Sept, 19, 1761, 
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. he acquahits the Society, That fince his lall: Ac- 
count he has had an Addition of young Cate- 
chumens from the Negro School. This School, 
he fays, was begun at the Expence of the AlTo- 
. dates Dr. Bray, and opened 22, 1760, 
and, in a little more than four Months, was com- 
pleatly full,- and fo continues. The Number is 
limited to 30, though double that Number have 
requeued to be admitted, the Neceiiity and Ule- 
fulnefs of fuch a School being already feen^ by 
many pious Owners of young Slaves. 
mtiiy fays, He frequently vilits the School, hears 
. the Scholars read, fay their Prayers, that 
they attend his Ledures on the Lord’s Day, when 
he catechifes them and the Adults together, and 
is very fanguine in . his Expedations from this 
little Flock, fo early inftruded in the great and 
important Dodrines of our Holy Religion, and 
taught their Duty to God and Man. Since his 
lad: he has baptized 39 Negro Children, and 4 
Adults, and has feveral others preparing for Bap- 
tifm, and 2 Men for the Holy Communion. 

New Jerfey. 

The Rev. Mr. Chandler, the Society’s Mif- 
fionary at Elizabeth T'own and Woodbridge, in his 
Letter dated^^pn/6, 1761, laments theLofs the 
Church there fuftained by the Removal of Mr. 
Bernard to the Government of New Engla?jd, 
where he doubts nofbut his Influence and good 
Example will be of great Service. He obferves. 
That at prefent a general Harmony and good 

Underflanding 
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Underftanding fubfifls between the Church and 
the DifTenters in New Jerfey ; that the Difputes 
between them having for^forne Time fubfided. 
Candour, Moderation and Charity feem to have 
been fludied, or at leaf!; afFedled, on both Sides. 
The DilTenters are become fo charitable as to 
think there is no material Difference between 
them and ‘us ^ and fuch is the Moderation of 
fome Church-men, as to return the Compliment 
in their Opinion of the ’DifTenters. Mr. Chandler 
continues to do Duty at Woodbridge, as far as is 
confiflent with his Obligations 2it ElizcibethPowHy 
and adrniniflers the holy Communion there three 
Times in a Year, 'viz. on the Sundays fucceeding 
the three great Feflivals. In the preceding Half 
Year he had- baptized i Adult and 29 Infants. 
He has had 6 new Communicants this* Year; 
but as many Perfons, otherwife of unblameable 
Lives, continue to be backward in coming to the 
holy Communion, notwithftanding his Endea- 
vours, he begs a Number of HJje Reafonabk 
Commwii canty which were Tent him accord- 
ingly. 

The Rev. Mr. Morton, the Society’s Itinerant 
Miflionary on the North- VVeftern Frontiers of 
Newjerfey, in his Letter dated Jidy i, 176,1, 
obferves. That the People of Amwell and 
wood have faithfully difcharged their Obligations 
to the Society, having purchafed for the Ufe of 
their Miffionary, 50 Acres of good Land, for 
which they paid 210/. and are now building a 
Houfe for him, which will cofl 200 /. more ; 

and 
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and therefore hopes their Zeal will be rewarded 
with a Continuance of the Society’s Favour. He 
generally preaches to very large Audiences, and 
extends his Labours as far as poffibly he can. 
His Communicants at Eafer laft were only 5, 
'the People having been taught by DilTenting Mi- 
nifters, that they muft arrive at almofl; a State 
of Perfeftion before they can be worthy Parta- 
kers of that holy Sacrament. He fays. He has 
laboured to fet them right in this Matter, and 
hopes for an Increafe of his Communicants. He 
has baptized in one Year 141. Some Common- 
Prayer Books, Lewiss Catechifms, and pious 
Trads, defired by Mr. Morton^ are ordered to be 
fent him by the firft Opportunity. 

The Rev. Mr. Machean, the Society’s Miflio- 
nary at New Brtmfwicky acquaints the Society, 
in a Letter dated OBober 5, 1761, That Spotf- 
wood is more rlourifhing than ever, fo that they 
have been forced to eredt a Gallery in the Church 
to contain the Numbers ufually ahembling. The 
only Thing he mentions, relating to the Church 
of Brunfwicky is the obtaining a Charter, under 
the Title of, Reel or , Chiirch-wardem^ and 

Vejlrymen of Chrifi Church in New Brunfwickj en- 
abling them to hold Lands, c. ^c. The Right 
of Prefentation is to be in the'Society, fo long as 
they pleafe to continue their Bounty ; afterwards 
in the Church-wardens and Veftry-men. The 
Redtor is to be licenfed by the Lord Bifhop of 
London^ or fuch other as {iiall prefide over the 
American Churches, In the lafl; Half Year Mr.« 

Mackean 
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Mackean has baptized 19 White Children, and 
2 Adults j 4. Black Children, and i Adult. The 
Number of his Communicants at New Brunp 
wick is decreafed by Removals : At Spotfwood he 
had lately 12 Communicants.

The Rev. Mr. Rea 4 i?ig, the Society’s Miffio- 
^ nary at Apoquinimmek, with his Letter of yune 
25, 1761, tranfmits to the Society 6 /. Sterling, 
being the Legacy of Mrs. Rebecca Dyre, to pur- 
' chafe fuch*a Piece of Plate as the Society lhall 
think proper to be ufed at the Adminiftration of 
' the Lord’s Supper in the Church of Apoquini^ 
minck. His Church, he fays, is already furnilh- 
ed with a Silver Cup, the Gift of Queen Anne 5 , 
but has neither Paten nor Chalice, properly fo 
called j he therefore prppofes, that fuch a fmall 
Chalice and Paten may be purchafed as thd faid 
Legacy will aUow, with this infeription ; “ The 
“ Gift of Mrs. Rebecca Dyre, late of Newcajile 
“ County^ to the Epifcopal Congregation at Apo^ 

“ quiniminckP Which Propofal the Society 
readily complied with. Mr. Readi?2g has bap- 
-* -tized, from Obi. 1760, to the Date of this, i 
Adult, and 73 Infants, 8 of which w^ere Ne- 
groes. His. Communicants are 63. 

' The Rev. Mr. Neill, the Society’s Mifiionary 
at Oxford, in a Letter dated fune 8, 1761, ac- 
quaints the Society,. That he has recovered his 
Health, and has the Pleafure to fee, that his En- 
deavours are not thrown away upon the poor 
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People in his Miffion, but that, by the Bleffing 
of Heaven they are growing more numerous and 
more fettled in their Principles every Day. He 
complains, That many attend Divine Service, 
who have not been baptized, and think it a Mat- 
ter of Indifference, whether they are baptized or 
not; that he has 'reclaimed fome of thefe, and ' 
hopes to reclaim more. Mr. Neill officiated laft 
Summer the Sunday Evenings in German T^own^ 
W’here the rifing Generation of the Dutch^ who 
underfland Englijh, are well affec^ted to the 
Church of England. He takes Notice ho\v much 
the Clergy in general think themfelves obliged to 
his Grace the Archbifhop of Canterbury, for his 
great Pains, Condefcenfion, and Kin^nefs, in vin- 
dicating them from the Calumnies of Mr. Mac- 
clenaghafi ; upon which they have drawn up an 
Addrefs to his Grace, which he hopes will come 
fife to hand. 

The Rev. Mr. Barton, the Society’s Itinerant 
Mlffionary at Eancajier, &c. in his Letter dated 
7?//y 6, 1761, excuies himfelf for not fending a 
^Notitia Parocbialis, exadly correfpondent to the 
Scheme prefcribed by the Society, which he has 
never been able to do ; but has not, to his Know- 
ledge, omitted any material Particular, which 
the Circumflances of the Country would permit 
hiin to be acquainted with : A Country, where 
there are no dated Parifhes, and where fome 
Miffions extend into two or more Counties, often 
making a Circuit of 1 00 Miles ; and therefore it 
mud be next to,impodible to tell what Number 
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of Inhabitants fuch a Territory may contain. In 
the County of La?tcajlery which is but Part of his 
Miflion, he is told there are 32 Townfhips, pro- 
ducing each about i5oTaxables, which, allowing 
five to a Family, amounts to 24,000. Ofthefe, 
about I in 30 is fuppofed to be of the Church of 
England ; the reft are Diftenters of every Sort in 
Chriftendom. Heathens he knows of none 
among them, except a few Indians, who feel and 
own the Being of a God, and an ail-ruling Pro- 
vidence, and, he hopes, will in Time be brought 
to fee the Neceflity of a Revelation, and embrace 
Chriftianity. Infidels, avowedly fuch, he has • 
none in his MiflTion, but has many pious People 
in it, as well as many Gainfayers. However, the 
remarkable Zeal which appears in his Congrega- 
tions affords him the higheft Joy. In Lancafter, 
the People belonging to the Church, few in 
Number, and of contracted Fortunes, have raifed 
a confiderable Sum to build a Steeple, ereCt Gal- 
leries, purchafe a Bell, and finifti the Stone Wall 
round the Grave- Yard. The poor People in Pe- 
quea and Caernarvon have built two decent Stone 
Churches, without the leaft Afliftahce from the 
Publick, many Perfons, who were contented to 
dwell in- the meaneft Huts, contributing hand- 
fomely to this good Work. Mr. Barton has bap- 
tized in the laft Half Year 37 Infants, 3 of which ' 
were Black. His Communicants Rafter were 
85. He has been twice this Summer to vifit 
Reading, where there are a few Engliftd Families 
well affeCled to our Church, as there are alfp 
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fcattered here and there in other Parts of the 
Countiy, from whom he has frequent Applica- 
tions, and is determined, as far as the Duties of 
his extenfive Miffion will permit, to embrace 
every Circumftance that promifes Succefs to the 
Caufe of True Religion, and the Advancement 
of the Church of England, 

North Carolina. 

The Rev. "bAv. Stewart, the Society’s Miflionary 
•at St. Thomas s Bath ’Town, in his Letter dated 
October lo, 1760, writes. That in the preceding 
Half-Year he h-ad baptized in his Miffion 82 
White Infants, and 1 3 Black ; of Adults, zWhite 
Men, (i by Immerfion) and 5 Negroes, and his 
adual Communicants. 96. Befides, Mr. Stewart 
vifited Currituck and Woodjiock Chapels in Hyde 
County, where they have no refident Minifter, and 
baptized there 46 White, and 9 Blackinfants, and 
preached to two large Congregations. So that 
Mr. Stewart^ Return for the whole Year is 249 
White, and 48 Black Infants ; 4 White, and 
14 Black Adults baptized, and 235 adual Com- 
municants. Mr. Stewart, wffien he mentions 
baptizing a Perfon by Immerfion, would be fbrry 
to have it thought Affectation of Singularity in 
him i and affures the Society, he did it only to 
keep People from falling off from the Church. 
That Province, he obferves, has of late Years 
been over-run with a People, who, at firft, called 
themfelves Anabaptifts ; but who, refining upon 
that §chefne, have run into fp many Errors', and 

have 
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have fo bewildered the Minds of the People, that 
, they will Icarce liften to any Thing in Favour 
of our Church. He fays, Pie has exerted his 
beft Endeavours to refute their Errors, and written 
a fmall Tradl, colieded from the beft Authors 
he could find there, in Defence of the Baptifm 
of our Church ; 400 Copies of which he dif- 
per led gratis through the Province, for Want of 
' Dr. JVaWs Abridgment, This, for fome Time, 
he fays, checked their Proceedings ; but fuch a 
Spirit of ralh Judging and Cenforioufnefs j fuch 
a Notion of mfpiration, Vifions, and of th^ir 
Se€l being the Elect of God, is gone out amongft 
them, that nothing but Time will convince 
them to, the contrary. Mr, Stewart obferves. 

That Books, in Ucfence of the Articles and Ru- 
bric of our Church, can be no where better be- 
i flowed than in that Province : Several of which 

Kind have been fent him by the Society. 

South Carolina. 

The Rev. Mr. Garden^ the Society’s Mifiionary 
at St. in his Letter dated J^r /7 3, 1761, 

i ' hopes the Society will excufe his Neglecft of Wri- 
' titig, wholly owing to a tedious Indifpofition 

■ with which it pleafed God to afflidl him, and 

which induced him, with the Advice of his P^-* 
rifhioners and Phvficians, to make Ufe of the 
Society’s Indulgence to him, and go Northward 
in Hopes a Change of Air might be a Means, 

I under God, of removing his Diforder. In this 

! Tour he and Mr. Burundi who accompanied 

t * him, 
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him, vifited as many of the Clergy of the Church 
of England, as fell in their Way, and officiated 
in as many vacant Churches as their Strengthi 
would allow. Mr. Robert Smith of Charles T'own, 
and }s\v.lVarre72 of St. yames Safite, were fo good 
as to fupply Mr. Garden's Church in his Abfence, 
who, though he reaped but little immediate Be- 
nefit from his Journey, did not defpair of get- 
' ting over his troublefome Diforder'. The Rev. 
Mr. Durand, the Society’s Miffionary at Si.Jobis, 
likewife acquaints the Society, in his Letter da- 
tad Jan. 1 , 1761, That he had made a Vifit 
Northward for the Recovery of his Health, ac- 
companied by Mr. Garden, Mr. Durand reports. 
That they had the Pleafure to find the Church 
fiouriffiing in the feveral Places they vifited, and 
to learn, that the Miffionaries behaved well in 
their Stations. His People received him gladly 
on his Return to them, and it gave him much 
Pleafure to fee in the Church-yard, Materials 
lying ready for building a new Church. 

The Rev. Mr. Harrijon, the Society’s Miffio- 
nary at St. Jam^ss Goofe Creek, in his Letter of ’ 
Jan, 26, 1761, writes, That by the Calamities 
of the War with the Cherokee Indians, the Num- 
, ber of Inhabitants in his Pariffi is confiderably 
lefiened, many of the' unfortunate People, who 
were driven from their Settlements, having re- 
tired to the Northern Provinces, to procure that 
' Protedion and Maintenance, which they faw 
but little Likelihood of in South Carolina, He 
has 7 1 White, and z 6 Black Communicants; 

- ■ ha§ 
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has baptized lince his laft 15 Children, and 2 
Adult Negroes. 

The Rev. Mr. Baron^ the Society’s Miflionary 
at St. Bartholomew in his Letter dated Jan, 12, 
J761, acknowledges, That he had not been fo 
exadt in his Correfpondence with the Society, as 
their Diredlions require, and promifes to ob- 
ferve them for the Future. He writes; That 
he had baptized 50 in the preceding Year, 
and that his. Communicants are abour 70, of 
whom 50 ddtually communicated on Chrijlmas- 
Day, He adds. That he had been bleffed in 
general with good Health, and faithfully endea- 
voured to anfwer the good Defigns of the Society 
in fending him thither, and has the Pleafure to 
aflure them, that through God’s Bleffing his 
Labours have not been in vain. 

The Rev. Mr. Martyn^ late the Society’s Miffi- 
onary at St. Andrews^ his Affairs calling him to 
England^ attended the General Meeting of the 
Society in September 1761, refigned the Miffi- 
onary’s Salary, thinking the Minifter of St. An- 
drew fufficiently provided for without the So- 
ciety’s Allowance ; and received their Thanks - 
for his pad: good Condudl, as well as his generous 
Behaviour on this Occadon. 

Georgia, 

By a Letter from the Rev. Mr. Zouberhuhlerf 
late the Society’s Miffionary at Savannah ^ dated 
June 1761, it appears, That the Rev. Mr. 
Duncanfon, whom the Society had appointed for 

that 
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that Miffion, was not then arrived there ; and 
Mr. Zcuberbuhlcr^ that his Paridiioners mi ght 
not be left without a Miniher, had fubmitted to 
defer his coming to E?2glmid- to another Year. 
And by Letters from Mr. Duncmtfojt himfelf, 
which he wrote in April and May laft, it is plain 
he had not then received Notice of his Appoint- 
ment -to Georgia. But by a Letter from the 
Rev. Mr. Carter^ Aug. 18, 1761, we learn, That 
Mr. Dunca 7 tJon fet Sail from the Bahamas to 
Georgia at that Time, where, we hear, he is 
fince arrived : But what Reception he has met 
with from the Governor of Georgia, the Society 

have not yet had certain Intelligence. 

/ 

Baharpa Illands. 

The Society have received a Letter from his 
•Excellency Mr. Shiidey, Governor of the Bahamas, 
dated New Providence, 'Jan. 15, 1761, in which 
he writes. That the whole Bahama Iflands form 
but one Parifli, which confifts of New Provi^ 
dence, Eleuthera diftant from it 30 Leagues, and 
Harbour IJland diftant from it 25 Leagues, and 
the two lafl diftant from each other about 20 
Leagues, and the Navigation between them all 
dangerous. In New Providence are 300 Fami- 
lies, having one Church in the Town of Najjau, 
at eight Miles Diftance from the Eaftern Inha- 
bitants of the Ifland, who can feldom attend 
•Divine Service there. Therefore the Miffionary 
officiates to them once a Month at a private 
Houfe. But the other Duties of the Miniftry 

occur 
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occur fo frequently in New Pt'ovidente^ tHat no 
one Man can difcharge them in fo regular a 
Manner as is to be wilhed. Eleuthera contains 
70 Families, fo difpcrfed along the Coafl, that 
they cannot all he vilited without great Diffi- 
culty. Harbour Ifla?td contains near 60 Families, 
who refide all upon one Spot. While the Mif- 
fionary makes a Vifit to' each of the two lad; 
Iflands of 18 or 20 Days twice in the Year, as 
well as the Time taken up in his Voyages thither 
and back again, the Cure of New Providence is 
unfjpplied, and the People thereby contradl an 
Indiffierence to Religion by his Abfence, the ill 
Effiect of which in NewProvidence^ it is to be fear- 
ed, is much greater than the good Effed: aridno- 
from his ffiort Refidence in the other Iflands; 
which mud; be reckoned among the dark Cor- 
ners of the Earth, fo long as there ffiall be but 
one Minifter refident in the Bahama Iflands, even 
fuppofing him to be never abfent, and always 
in good Health. This the Governor thought it 
incumbent on him to reprefent to the Societvj 
and to recommends the State of Religion in his 
Government, as an Objed worthy of their Re- 
gard. He thinks a Catechid; (who might like- 
wife do the Duty of a Schoolmader) if fixed at 
Harbour IJlaiid, might be fufiicient for their In- 
ftrudion,. provided a Miffionary redded at Eleu- 
thera^ who might occafionally vifit Harbour 
If and, being convinced that the Miffionary, who 
has the Cure of New Providetice, cannot con- 
fidently vifit either of thofe Idands. Concern- 

^ ing 
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ing Mr. Carter the Governor writes, That the 
News of his being airecied to leave New Pro- 
vidence gave fo gi'eat Concern, that he could 
not avoid expollulating with him, and letting 
him know he could not confent to his leaving 
the Colony, at leafl not before the adlnal Ar- 
rival of a new Millionary. He excufes himfelf 
to the Society for interpofing fb far ; as he finds 
Mr. Carter endowed with all the necelTary Ta- 
lents for performing the Duty 'of the Cure of 
that Ifland with Succefs. Pie takes the further 
Liberty of requeuing the Society, that he may 
be continued a Miffionary among them, what- 
' ever they may determine concerning another 
Miffiionary at Eleutbera, and a Catechift at 
Harbour IJland. 

The Society, willing to do every Thing in 
their Power to promote the pious Defigns for 
which they are incorporated, will take this Af- 
fair into Confideration, when they are informed 
what Engagements the Inhabitants of Eleuthera 
and Harbour IJland will, enter into towards the 
Support of 'a Minifler and Schoolma’fter among 
them, agreeable to the conflant Rules • of the 
Society.
